AMONG THE AUTONOBILISTS

EUROPEAN CLUBS FROWN ON
VANDERBILT RACE.

Frenoh Organization Refuses to Consider
Amerioan Automebile Association's
Offer to Change Cenflicting Cup Condil-
tions 1If Propesal Is Made Direct.

In spite of the fact that the racing board
of the American Automobile Association
questioned the genuineness of the protests
made by the French and British clubs against
the conditions for the 1908 Vanderbilt cup
it became known yesterday that the American
Automobile Association had cabled to the
Automobile Club of France offering to change
the rules if a protest were made direct to
them.

The French organization and the Royal
Automobile Club of Great Britain recently
wrote to the Atuomobile Club of America pro-
testing against the announoced conditions for
this yeéar's Vanderbilt cup race because they
are in disacoord with the donditions adopted
by the recognized automobile governing
bodies of the world at the Ostend conférence
last year.

The protests were sent to the Automebile
Club of America because that organization is
the only one in this country that is a member
of the International Association of Recognized
Automobile Clubs and for that reasdn is the
sole American representative of the national
clubs of Europe. The ¢lub sent the protests
to tha American Automobile Association,
which thereupon refused to consider the
protests and notifiad the European clubs
that no protests would be considered unless
made direct to {t or to the chairmen of its
various boards.

Not only have the French and British clubs
sustained the position of the Automobile
Club of America as their sole recognized
American representative but the (lenoan and:
Belglan organizations have also upheld the
club in the position it has taken regarding
rules to govern great road speed contests
during this year. The French olub approves
the Grand Prize race to be run by the Auto-
mobile Club of America and will disaqualify
all French cars taking part In the Vanderbilt
cup race. The British club indorses the
A. C. A. Grand Prize and will try to secure
entries for it, whlle the German organiza-
tion has en olg (jerman faotories not to
vnrtlcl te in the Vanderbilt cup race.
